Army Admiis Aide Used 
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WASHINGTON - (CST) - 
The Army admitted yester- 
day that a military intelli- 
gence agent was used as a 
private detective in 1909 and 
that the case was covered up 
by Army officials. 

The Army said two officers 
have been disciplined. It de- 
clined to identify them. 

Sgt. Dennis Flannery was 
ordered at the 771st Military 
Intelligence Detachment in 
Puerto Rico to investigate a 
Western Union messenger 
who had no connection with 
the military. 

Flannery was told by a 
Western Union official that 


the investigation was ordered 
because an officer at the 
771st and another Western 
Union official were ‘ drinking 
buddies.” 

Western Union wante to 
fire the messenger and, on 
the basis of information gath- 
ered by the agent from sup- 
posedly confidential bank 
and police records, did dis- 
miss him. 

According to documents 
filed tfith the Army and with 
the Senate Constitutional 
Rights Subcommittee, Flan- 
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nery complained twice abont . * 
the case to the U.S. Army In- 
telligence Command at Fort • *

When Flannery W3S . re- 
leased from service last Sep j 
tember, according to the doc-
